Words  of  Caution  Given 

'Two  hundred  and  sixty-seven 
cases  of  influenza  were  treated 
at  the  Student  Health  Center  in 
one  day,  reported  Dr.  Ariel  L. 

This  is 
65  more  than  any  previous  num- 
ber and  is  considered  epidemic 
proportions.

Students  Are  Numbers,^ 
Maintain  IBM  Robots

IBM,  one  of  the  latest  devel- 
opments in  mechanical  brains, 
has  recently  been  added  to  the 
Brigham  Young  University  struc- 
ture. With  it  has  come  a much 
needed  efficiency  of  operation. 

If  Brigham  Young  University 
students  are  beginning  to  feel 
like  small  friendless  black  atoms, 
lost  in  a tremendous,  hostile 
white  universe,  it  is  because 
their  universe  called  BYU  is. 
growing  unbelievably  fast,  and 
its  small  black  atoms  called  stu- 
dents are  constantly  increasing.  , 

On  September,  1952,  when 
seams  really  began  to  bulge,  the 
heads  of  the  university  saw  a 
need  for  a more  efficient  system 
of  operation.

It 
stands  for  International  Business 
Machines.

He  cov- 
red  his  area  during  the  summer 
in  horseback  and  on  skis  in  the 
Vinter,  and  was  the  only  law  en- 
orcement  officer  in  the  district. 


Upon  leaving  his  ranger  posi- 
tion he  became  a teacher  of  the 
elementary  grades  before  joining 
the  Los  Angeles  police  force  in 
1924.  After  serving  with  the  rec- 
ord bureau  and  the  detective  bur- 
eau two  years,  he  was  advanced 
to  a lieutenant’s  position. 

Before  Capt.  Christenson  came 
to  BYU  he  was  appointed  head 
of  the  UCLA  police  force,  which 
he  left  to  take  the  position  of 
Security  Officer. 

Lost  and  Found 

He  came  to  Provo  in  Septem- 
ber, 19^23.  Since  then ' he  has 
curbed  most  of  what  little  dis- 
honesty had  grown  among  the 
students.  The  Lost  and  Found  de- 
partment, of  which  he  is  in 
charge,  returned  over  10,000 
items  last  quarter  and  about 
4,500  so  far  this  quarter,  accord- 
ing to  Mr.  Christensen. 

BYU’s  police  consists  of  three 
officers  who  patrol  the  campus 
constantly.  There  are  two  full 
time  officers  and  one  student. 
Kelley  Pugh,  who  is  a full  time 
employee,  works  the  day  shift. 
Arthur  Patterson,  a student,  is  in 
charge  of  the  swing  shift,  and 
Arthur  Wiscomb,  full  time,  cov- 
ers the  campus  at  night. 


Forensics  Awards 
Being  Offered  As 
Student  Attraction 

Eight  $50  achievement  awards 
will  be  given  to  outstanding  high 
school  and  junior  college  gradu- 
ates desiring  to  participate  in 
forensic  activities  at  BYU  next 
year,  according  to  Dr.  J.  LaVar 
Bateman,  forensic  director. 

Dr.  Bateman  urged  all  BYU 
students  to  tell  their  friends,  es- 
pecially those  in  California,  Ore- 
gon and  Washington,  feout  these 
awards.  There  has  been  some 
difficulty  in  contacting  students 
from  these  states.  Letters  and 
applications  have  been  sent  to 
over  three  hundred  high  schools 
in  Utah,  Idaho,  Nevada,  and  Ari- 
zona. 

Awards  Available 

The  achievement  awards  are 
intended  for  students  who  excel 
in  forensic  activities,  regardless 
of  their  intended  major.  For 
the  first  tyne,  students  who  wish 
to  go  into  business,  pre-law,  eco- 
nomics, sociology,  or  other 
studies,  have  the  opportunity  for 
such  awards.  Further  informa- 
tion is  available  from  Dr.  Bate- 
man in  the  Speech  Center. 

The  awards  were  created  last 
summer  by  the  scholarship  com- 
mittee to  help  those  students  who 
wanted  to  work  in  forensics,  but 
were  not  speech  majors.  Four 
awards  last  year  went  to  Jerry 
Kindred,  Ogden,  Elmer  Lasater, 
Salt  Lake,  Elaine  Carlton,  Boise, 
and  Shirlene  Fisher,  Provo. 

The  purpose  of  these  awards  is 
also  to  help  fulfill  the  three  ob- 
jectives of  the  forensic  associa- 
tion, which  are  to  offer  the  op- 
portunity for  forensic  experience 
to  every  member  of  the  student- 
body  in  the  form  he  desires,  and 
to  give  all  participants  maximum 
opportunity  for  developing  their 
public  speaking  abilities;  to  offer 
the  BYU  studentbody  ample  op- 
portunity to  hear  debating  and 
contest  speaking  at  its  best;  and 
to  give  BYU  prestige  and  status 
in  forensic  activities  on  an  inter- 
collegiate level. 

The  Heber  J.  Grant  Oratorical 
Contest  and  the  Oxford  Debate 
are  also  part  of  this  program.

vent  further  spread  of  the  dis- 
ease. By  following  these  sugges- 
tions, students  can  protect  them- 
selves from  the  flu,  and  if  they 
do  get  it,  it  will  probably  be  a 
light  case. 

Don’t  sit  around  on  the  wet 
grass  or  on  the  cold,  wet,  damp 
stones  of  the  buildings.  Dr.  Wil- 
liams said.  Be  careful  In  repov- 
ing  outer  clothing  too  soon,  and 
as  soon  as  the  sun  is  low  and 
the  day  cools,  put  on  your  wraps. 

“Drink  plenty  of  water,  go  to 
bed  early  and  get  at  least  eight 
hours  sleep  every  night.  Regular 
meals  also  help  maintain  resis- 
tance against  this  disease,”  Dr. 
William^  added.

HONOR  ON  TRIAL 

Book  buying  time  is  almost  here  again,  and  with  it  the  Honor 
system  will  get  another  test  at  the  Y. 

Students  have  strenuously  objected  to  the  system  employed  by 
the  bookstore  in  requiring  students  to  have  their  own  books  stapled 
in  a sack  during  the  text  buying  spree.  However,  much  as  Neil  Mc- 
Knight  would  enjoy  removing  this  restriction,  the  bookstore  cannot 
afford  to  lose  10  per  cent  of  its  texts — as  the  apple  people  have  lost 
10  per  cent  of  their  apples. 

A compromise  situation  has  been  adopted.  Students  will  be 
given  shopping  bags  with  drawstrings  into  which  they  will  place 
their  own  books,  and  they  will  then  deposit  the  shopping  bags 
when  they  leave  the  store.  More  emphasis  will  be  placed  on 
personal  integrity. 

We  urge  the  students  to  consider  this  proposal  during  the  next 
few  days,  and  we  advocate  its  acceptance  and  support.  It  will  be 
fairly  easy  to  spot  someone  in  the  bookstore  if  he  is  stealing  books 
under  this  system.  Violations  should  be  reported,  and  action  will  be 
taken. 

It  is  still  the  small  minority  that  is  causing  trouble  with  the 
Honor  system,  and  the  freedom  and  lack  of  restrictions  here  cannot 
be  compared  with  institutions  lacking  the  system.  But  the  students  as 
a whole  must  protect  it,  or  we  may  lose  its  benefits. 


Test  Preview  . . . 

Snarf  Begins 

If  ^the  professors  of  Brigham 
Young  University  have  seemed 
“snarfish”  throughout  the  quar- 
ter, indications  point  that  this 
is  only  a preview  of  the  final 
showdown  between  students  and 
faculty  due  Wednesday,  Thurs- 
day and  Friday. 

This  fact  was  learned  recently 
by  the  Universe  after  polling  a 
representative  group  of  faculty 
members  to  determine  the  depths 
to  which  they  have  stooped  in  ex- 
posing what  students  failed  to 
learn  in  their  respective  courses. 
Well-known  liberal  professors,  in- 
cluding R.  L.  Smith,  Owen  S. 
Rich  and  Gaylon  L.  Caldwell 
were  among  those  interviewed. 

Students  were  cautioned  from 
all  sides  to  prepare  for  the  worst 
as  one  of  the  largest  number  of 
Snarf  campaigners  in  history  be- 
gan an  ambitious  sj:udent-con- 
quering  program. 

So  They  Said 

Several  of  the  defeated  candi- 
dates for  Snarf,  cartoonist  Rich- 
ard Bibler’s  caricature  for  the 
average  professor,  stated  that 
their  campaign  for  1955  will  start 
this  week.  Interviews  showed  that, 
aspiring  Snarfs  intend  to  make 
the  best  of  difficult  tests  and  the 
worst  of  cramming  students. 

Students  are  promised  longer 
and  harder  finals.  Garth  Jones, 
instructor  in  political  science, 
plans  to  grade  each  of  his  28-page 
tests  by  smell.  He  declined  to 
explain  the  process. 

Typical  Comment 

One  typical  comment  was  made 
by  Mr.  Rich,  instructor  in  radio 
speech.  “I  believe  I have  prepared 
a poor  test  if  there  are  so  few 
pages  that  the  student  can  read 
through  the  test  in  the  alloted 
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by  Dick  Mendosa 

time.”  He  added  that  his  exams 
are  always  good;  it’s  the  students 
that  fail. 

“It  is  difficult  to  find  a time,” 
Mr.  Rich  said,  “that  I feel  bad 
to  prepare  a sufficiently  hard 
test.”  He  declared  that  it  was 
necessary  for  him  to  fast  several 
meals  to  get  into  the  proper 
mood  for  writing  tests. 

Political  science  students  of  • 
Professor  Caldwell  were  warned 
that  they  would  be  graded  on 
"hideous  little  details,”  but  that 
it  was  too  late  now  to  study. 

This  Prof  averred  that  his  pre- 
vious “get  soft’;  policy  has  been 
abandoned  for  a more  realistic 
approach.  Professor  Caldwell’s 
grading  is  done  on  whit  he 
termed  a “divine  standard,”  the 
exact  nature  of  which  he  refused 
to  reveal.  More  than  offsetting 
the  nature  of  his  standard,  how- 
ever is  the  fact  that  Professor 
Caldwell  “grades  like  a demon.” 
Poor  Loser 

Most  disappointed  of  all  the 
defeated  Snarf  candidates,  the 
pride  of  the  political  science  de- 
partment stated  that  he-  began 
his  campaign  the  day  after  his 
loss  was  announced  at  the  an- 
nual “Bibler  Bounce.” 

Professor  Caldwell  stated  that 
he  prefers  subjective  tests.  They 
give  him  the  opportunity  to  grade 
as  to  what  kind  of  student  they 
look  like;  therefore,  eliminating 
the  work  of  determining  what 
they  deserve. 

Another  defeated  Snarf  candi- 
date who  feared  publicity  and 
would  not  allow  his  name  to  be 
published  stated  that  he  dreaded 
the  antagonism  that  his  opinions 
on  tests  would  cause.  'The  actor- 
educator  hopes  to  build  good  stu- 
dent-faculty relations  in  spite  of 
his  tests. 

Theses  Tests 

Last  year’s  Snarf,  Professor 
Stewart  L.  Grow,  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  history  and  political 
science,  plans  to  use  theses  avail- 
able in  the  Heber  J.  Grant  li- 
brary as  reference  works  for  .his 
finals.  To  avoid  some  students 
taking  an  unfair  advantage,  the 
titles  of  the  theses  will  riot  be  re- 
leased until  next  week.  This  may 
be  the  foundation  of  the  rumor 
that  Professor  Grow  is  sponsor- 
ing a “library  familiarization 
program.” 

R.  L.  Smith,  professor  of  bus- 
iness administration,  urges  stu- 
dents only  to  relax  before  taking 
his  tests.  “Students  can’t  in  any 
way  prepare  for  my  tests,”  BYU’s 
incumbent  Snarf  stated.  “Nothing 
in  my  finals  has  been  covered 
this  quarter,”  he  said.

It  took  Miss  Valerie  Sasine 
quite  a while  before  she  knew 
exactly  what  the  whole  stage  was 
used  for.  Miss  Sasine  expertly 
made  up  for  her  lack  however, 
in  her  complete  enjoyment  of  the 
role.  He  voice  reflected  her  ex- 
cellent training  and  skill. 

Violetta’s  Hero 
In  portraying  Violetta’s  hero, 
Alfredo,  Richard  Dastrup’s  ex- 
perience showed  in  bistability  to 
act  on  the  stage  and  he  gave  a 
more  convincing  performance. 
Jesse  Gibb,  however,  promises 
much  for  the  Brigham  Young 
stage  and  must  be  complimented 
for  his  iine  work.

The  coming  of  darkness  does 
not  eliminate  the  presence  of 
children  in  streets.  With  good 
weahtther  approaching  the  likeli- 
hood of  children  crossing  the 
streets  will  be  increased. 

Parents  try  to  control  their 
children  and  keep  them  away 
from  the  roads,  but  anyone  who 
has  had  experience  will  realize 
that  it  will  also  take  the  utmost 
consideration  from  motorists  to 
assure  a high  degree  of  safety. 

We  hope  that  something  can 
be  done  about  those  violations  de- 
scribed above.  Perhaps  the  pres- 
ence of  a patrolman  and  heavy 
fines  might  be  the  answer.

Gary  LaComb  copped  the  mid- 
dleweight title  in  a hard  fought 
affair  with  Alfred  Ball.  LaVoy 
Tolbert  took  Larry  Shumway  for 
the  lightweight  championship. 
Francis  Beck  gradually  copped 
the  bantamweight  crown. 

Del  Van  Orden  used  his  height 
and  reach  to  defeat  his  stylish 
opponent,  Steven  Peabody  in  the 
welterweight  class. 

Almost  a thougsand  spectators 
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chuckled  as  Chuck  Woodworth 
threw  punches  without  their  cus- 
tomary steam.  The  blows  were 
picked  off  by  Binnie  Flake,  the 
Salt  Lake  City  cutie,  who  did 
everything  but  a swan  dance  as 
his  elbows,  arms,  and  his  shoul- 
ders deflected  the  blows  of  an 
earnest  appearing  fighter.  Then 
he  grinningly  countered  with 
sneak  punches,  which  would  or- 
dinarily be  very  irritating.  The

Mexican  Archaeologist  Slates 
Lecture  On  Temple  Discovery 


Alberto  Ruz,  famed  Mexican 
archaeologist,  will  present  an  ill- 
ustrated lecture  tomorrow  at  8 
p.m.  in  the  Provo  Tabernacle.  ■ 

The  event  is  being  co-sponsored 
by  the  University  Archaeology 
Society  and  the  Extension  Divis- 
ion of  Brigham  Young  Univers- 
ity. Mr.  Ruz  will  speak  about  an 
amazing  discovery  that  he  made 
in  the  Temple  of  the  Inscriptions 
at  Palenque,  state  of  Chiapas, 
Mexico. 

This  discovery  reads  like  a 
mystery  story.  While  excavating 
the  temple,  Ruz  noticed  some 
holes  in  a stone  in  the  floor  of 
the  temple.  After  further  inves- 
tigation the  stone  was  removed 


and  a secret  stairway  was  re- 
vealed and  Ruz  and  his  col- 
leagues discovered  the  tomb  of  an 
ancient  inhabitant  of  Meso-Amer- 
ica. 

There  has  been  some  talk  in 
archaeological  circles,  that  this 
find  could  show  relationships  be- 
tween the  cultures  of  Meso- Amer- 
ica and  the  Near  East,  partic- 
ularly Egypt  due  to  their  ancient 
custom  of  pyramid-burials. 

This  is  very  interesting  in  light 
of  Book  of  Mormon  claims  to 
cultural  similarities  on  both  con- 
tinents.
